On  the  evening  of  2£arch  23 1 at  almost  precisely  eight 
0^ clock,  I saw,  roughly  northeast  from  Decatur  (Atlanta), 
an  object  float  down  from  from  the  sky  and  disappear  behind 
rooftops.  It  seemed  to  go  with  infinite  leisure  but  I cannot 
be  sure  whether  I observed  it  for  one  second  or  three.  It 
was  not  less  than  one  second. 

The  object  was  roughly  a third  as  l^rge  as  the  sun  seems 
to  be  when  directly  overhead  on  a winter  day.  It  w^s  blue 
in  color  and  edged  with  gold.  It  was  round,  but  was  pulled 
downward  toward  a raindrop  shape,  especially  the  gold  edge 
wnich  made  a streamer  of  sparks  toward  the  earth.  It  was 
also  pulled  a little  out  of  shape  at  the  too  wher-'  the 
gold  streamed  a little  uoward. 

I have  watched  both  papers  and  magazines  for  an  exolanatlon, 
and  I'inally  began  to  wonder  if  my  observation  might  be  of 
value — I am  quite  sure  you  have  had  other  descriptions  of 
this  ohenomenon.  It  was  the  most  spectacularlv  beautiful 
thing  I have  ever  seen. 

I sh:uld  be  most  interested  to  know  what  I saw.  There 
i B no  doubt  of  my  having  seen  something.
